Volga-Bon Canal Still Far From Completion. Two assistant MA's from 
Embassy Moscow, on- a flight from Stalingrad to Astrakhan, reported seeing 
what appeared to he part of the Volga~Don canal. One section about 4- miles 
long contained shallow water, hut no machinery or work in progress was noted. 
Beyond this, for an additional 20 mile stretch, no excavation had been 
started. The 4- Kills stretch was not linked to the Volga and no locks were 
seen. The Embassy concludes that, while not absolutely certain, evidence 
supports the strong presumption that these observations are valid, and if 
so, the Soviet cla im that the canal will be comple ted by the spring of 1952 
appears specious.
